McPherson declarss that the re­ 
marks concerning him were made 
at a meeting of flour brokers in 
Los Angeles, to whom Ireland sug­ 
gested that it would be advisable 
for tham not to tell flour to bakers 
who do not belong to the associa­ 
tions and who do not maintain the 
prices sat by the associations. 
Ireland, for a 
time, was assistant 
federal food administrator for Califor­ 
nia. Last December he held meetings 
here of business 
men 
dealing 
with 
food products. He is a Los Angeles 
attorney. 
Sacretary-Chairman 
The alleged slander was not com­ 
mitted by ireland In 
his 
connection 
witli the food administration, however, 
but in his capacity as secretary-chair­ 
man of the Southern California Whole­ 
sale Bakers' Association and of the 
Southern California Retail Bakers’ As­ 
sociation. 
The complaint, flied by Attorney F. 
C. Drumm of Orange, outlines its case 
for damages as follows: 
Last January Ireland at Santa Ana 
addressed a meeting of the bakers of 
Orange county, and there told them 
that the purpose of the associations he 
represented was to dx and maintain a I 
standard price for bread 
and 
other I 
bakery products. 
He said that if the I 
bakers went too far In their efforts to i 
control prices they might violate the ' 
Sherman anti-trust law, but there wasj 
a happy medium and if the bakers d id; 
not go beyond that they would be a ll' 
right. 
The complaint further 
alleges 
as 
follows: 
The associations have endeavored to 
Ax and maintain prices 
for 
bakery 
products. 
However, the Arm of Mc­ 
Pherson & Melton of Orange did notj 
join the association, but continued to 
make bread of as good or a better qual­ 
ity than that made by the bakers of 
the association, and sold this bread to 
the public at from two to four cents 
less par loaf than the prices shown in 
the schedule 
of 
the 
combination. 
While selling for less, the complaint 
alleges 
that 
McPherson 
& 
Melton 
huve been making a fair, just and rea­ 
sonable protit. 
Makes Accusation 
It is alleged that the 
association 
and Ireland have tried to prevent vari­ 
ous merchants and brokers from sell­ 
ing flour and baking materials to Mc­ 
Pherson A Melton, and have tried to 
compel the Orange firm to adopt as­ 
sociation scheduled 
prices 
or 
quit 
business. 
On April 15, 1918, there was a meet­ 
ing of flour brokers in Los Angeles, ad­ 
dressed by Ireland. 
It is alleged that 
Ireland at that meeting said in sub­ 
stance : 
That there are a few bakers who do 
not keep association prices; that of 
the price-cutters the worst one and 
leader and king-pin of the bunch is S. 
E. McPherson of Orange; that at that 
time with malicious intent and with a 
desire to injure McPherson, 
Ireland 
said: “I cannot tell you not to sell 
flour to these persons, but a word to 
the wise is sufficient. 
He is a typical 
example of a regular I. W. W." 
The complaint has 
the 
following 
paragraph: 
“That by ‘I. W. W.’ defendant meant 
Industrial Workers of the World. That 
by reason of many 
unpatriotic, 
pro- 
German, disloyal, unlawful, 
criminal 
and treasonable acts and activities of 
said Industrial Workers of the World, 
and on account of the prosecution of 
the said Industrial Workers 
of 
the 
World by the United States govern­ 
ment and on account of said acts and 
activities, the term I. W. W. has be-, 
come and now is a term of opprobrium, 
obloquy, derision and disgrace." 
McPherson declares Ireland's state- 
mentfe to be false. 
Further, It is alleged that Ireland 
meant to convey to his hearers that 
McPherson was a traitor. pro-German, 
a criminal and aa anarchist. 
For the alleged slander, McPherson 
asks Judgment of $50,000.

the Ukrainian peasants aren't the least bit interested in 
German paper money or in their own depreciated coinage 


It is reported that they’d rather exchange their foci 
products for clothing, cooking utensils, tools, etc., but the 
Germans haven’t the articles to exchange, and theii 
currency isn't wanted. 
The peasants in that region may 
be ignorant and foolish in many things, but they’re canny 
enough to insist on English pounds sterling and good 
American dollars when they sell their goods for cash. 
For that reason Germans are trying to buy American 
money in Switzerland and are offering fancy prices for 
such American currency as they can get hold of. 
That's another proof that our money is the soundest 
in the world. 


BRIGHTEN THE HOME 


In most of the warring countries, particularly enemy 
countries, everything is running down. 
Houses are not 
painted. 
Sidewalks and pavements are not 
repaired 
Yards are ill kept. 
Streets are full of rubbish. 
Vehicles 
and machinery and tools are going to pieces. 
There may be some excuse for that situation in coun 
tries whose man power and money power have- been 
drained to the dregs, and where the women, children and 
old men left at home have all they can do without "keep 
ing up the plant.” 
But there is no excuse for it in America yet, and 
though the war continues longer than we expert, we mus 
keep the home fires burning. 
We are going to clean up more thoroughly than usual 
bemuse the benefits to be gained are more precious thai 
usual. 
Cleanliness and order will save health and life. 
and add to our cheerfulness and efficiency. 
And pain 
and varnish and whitewash and other accessories w it 
preserve our property and save money and labor in tin 
long run. 


SATISFACTION IN SAVING

administration expert, that ‘‘Americans have shown i 
deeper appreciation of this wheat question than any 
people ever displayed on a big public issue.”

bringing us at last the peace in which m en’s hearis can 
be at rest because it is founded upon mercy, justice and 
good will.” 
This is a Christian nation—a Christian people.

t^ian 40,000,000 individual Americans have membership 
in Christian churches. 
Practically the entire population 
believes in Christianity and has reverence for the Christ 
and His teachings. 
It. is fitting, therefore, that this 
nation and people be summoned to their knees in prayer 
for divine guidance and for divine help in this crisis of 
the nations. 
President Wilson, himself a Christian gen­ 
tleman, appeals with especial fervor to his countrymen 
to observe Memorial day in humiliation of spirit, in 
fasting and in prayer. 
His urging should be heeded by 
America’s masses. 
The day should be observed as the 
president designates.

"The Net Container Act 
is 
a 
law designed to protect purchas­ 
ers of food 
commodities, 
when 
sold in containers, against decep­ 
tion as to quantity or amount of 
the commodity packed, and to in­ 
fluence and establish honest and 
legitimate competition. 
“It requires that all growers and 
packers of cherries, 
berries, 
or 
any variety of fruit or berries in­ 
tended to be used as food for hu­ 
man 
beings, 
when 
packed 
in 
boxes, baskets and other contain­ 
ers, shall cause 
a 
statement of 
the weight of the contents of such 
containers to he marked on the 
outside thereof, and such declara­ 
tion of contents must approximate 
the actual quantity of the fruit or 
berries in the package or contain­ 
er. 
“This is a national law and its 
provisions are being enforced in 
every state in the union. 
Fail­ 
ure of California packers to ob­ 
serve its requirements 
in 
inter­ 
state shipments will result in un­ 
pleasant and expensive complica­ 
tions to the shippers and subject 
this department to censure. 
The persons engaged 
in 
the 
packing of fruits and berries in 
containers have In the past been 
more or less indifferent to the re­ 
quirements of this law, and there 
has been a lack of proper co-opera­ 
tion on their part with this depart­ 
ment, which earnestly desires to 
he in word and act truly a public 
service institution in the interest 
of the industry, 
"The law is practical In Its ulc­ 
eration and is based on a principle 
which is a fundamental. Its great­ 
est Influence as a protective meas­ 
ure is dependent upon its uniform 
and rigid enforcement and in this 
respect this department will not 
he unmindful of its duties made 
mandatory upon it therein.

Three Thousand Mile Dash Across Russia to 
Succor Ronmania—Heroic Work Required. 


A GRUELLING NIGHT 
- 
FOR THE CANTEEN MAN 


Poor little Roumanla, once so happy 
and so beautiful I 
Bobbed of its rich 
lands by German hordes, its people 
driven back upon themselves, the once 
picturesque city of Jassy Is now- 
crowded beyond Its limits with the 
country’s destitute and starving. 
Nothing but the most heroic efforts 
of the American Red Cross has kept 
Rounmnia from actually disappearing 
from among the nations of the earth. 
When all those who could leave the 
country had fled Henry W. Ander­ 
son, American Bed Cross commis­ 
sioner to that outraged country, stuck 
to his post. 
Diseased, starving and 
ragged people were all about him. Tile 
cause seemed hopeless. 
Even Bed 
Cross money could buy nothing in 
Roumanla, for the country was strip­ 
ped. 
So Anderson appealed to our Red 
Cross in Russia. 
There were sup­ 
plies there, but how could they be 


carried the 3,000 miles that separated 
Petrograd from Jassy. 
Russia was I 
struggling against internal disorder, 
which In the Ukrainian territory was 
civil war. 
Even with tin* authority 
und protection of the Bolshevik gov­ 
ernment the case seemed hopeless. 
Yet help came—a whole train load 
under the charge of Lieutenant Ma- 
gunson of the American Bed Cross in 
• Russia. 
And Anderson sent this ca­ 
ble : 
“We are today distributing food and 
clothing to more than 10,000 people 
and increasing numbers every week.! 
Expecting shipment of four more cars! 
of food from Odessa‘^his week. 
By 
extraordinary effort we believe we can 
continue purchase of sufficient supplies 
to carry on work.” 
And so our Bed Cross is showing all 
the world that not only are our men 
ready to fight for the right, but are 
ready to help all those others who 
are in this battle for freedom. 


A Bed Cross Canteen man wearily 
banked the fires under the kettles. 
Their billet is in an old house near 
by. By Hie light of a candle the Bed 
Cross convoyer undresses and rolls 
into ills blankets. 
Suddenly there 
conies a sharp, cracking sound, and a 
red flare lights up tile room. Tile con­ 
voyer rolls quickly out of his hunk, 
catches up his blankets and runs 
down tile rickety stairs to tile cellar. 
There lie finds his French assistant 
and a lot of soldiers. They exchange 
nods and then seat themselves on 
boxes. 
Four more sharp, cracking 
noises follow in rapid .succession, and 
a mournful roar. This is only the be­ 
ginning of an artillery duel which 
lasts all night. 
At break of day the Red Cross mail 
bestirs himself, shakes his assistant 
and tumbles up the stairway out into 
the yard. It is strewn with debris. A 
shell struck the next house in the night 
and blew out the wall. The convoyer 
und Ills man set to work gingerly, for 
the air is chill. 
They poke the fires 
and throw on fresh wood and then set 
to work to prepare the food. Within 
an hour tile canteen is ready for busi­ 
ness.

American Boss Carpenter Putting 
French Villages Back on 
the Map. 


It was a monotonous stretch of ugly 
trench, wire entanglements, gaping 
shell holes, accented by Hie blackened 
skeleton of shell killed forests silhouet­ 
ted against a dull, hopeless sky. 
This had once been beautiful rolling 
land like our own Ohio und Indiana— 
rich in grain fields, orchards and gar 
dens. Now it was desolation—nothing 
could live there—seemingly nothing 
did. 
We had come on some rising ground, 
and as we climbed we reached the 
brow of the slope, and of a sudden it 
seemed that some giant had suddenly 
twisted the old world under our feet 
and we were back home, far of u sud­ 
den the sounds of life came up to us 
out of a hustling center of industry. 
That satisfying chug of an honest ham- j 
mer head sinking willing nail into 
sound wood, and before us was a pun-' 
orama of new building, with piles of 
clean lumber stacked here and there, 
and the framing of many new build- i 
ings told where the wood was going. | 
Then we heard the voice of a man 
who talked real “United States"—tell­ 
ing 27 other carpenters what to do— 
out In tills foreign laud thousands of 
miles from home. 
We inquired of tile boss as to who 
lie was, und with true sense of hu­ 
mor lie said: “I am a Bed Cross nurse. 
My job is bandaging wounded houses." 
Putting Villages Back on Map. 
“This was once a French village,” he 
went on to suy, "in the center of tine 
sugur beet country. 
We are living 
now ot^ the site of the sugar mill,” he 
said, pointing to a long, low barracks, 
which plainly bad been recently built. 
“We are working for the American 
Bed Cross—putting villages buck on the 
map. In four more weeks we’ll he out 
of here and on our way to the next 
ruin, for there are many villages that 
need us. 
We go from place to place, 
always finding that our lumber has 
reached there first, so we can get right 
to work, clean up and move on again.” 
It is Just like pioneering, tills re­ 
building work of our Bed Cross—only 
more important—more Important be­ 
cause it is vital to the winning of the 
war that these people come hack to 
their soil and plant new crops—for fu 
Hure years of war or pence. 
And so the tide of war sweeps hack 
from whence it came," a Bed Cross 
army follows close behind In uniforms 
of overalls, armed with Yankee ham­ 
mers and nails to coax hack the found­ 
lings that have been brushed into 
squalid helplessness in the south and 
east. 
They are coming back home now-, 
just a few days behind these carpen­ 
ters—huck to tile beet fields, tile gar­ 
dens and the farms. Soon they will he 
feeding themselves and thousands of 
others.

WHITE PLAGUE KILLS 
MORE MEN THAN BULLETS 


It seems longer, but It was less than 
four years ago that the nations had 
not yet started In to wipe each other 
off the map and that the only times 
when one heard of the Red Cross were 
times of flood or disaster and at 
Christmas time, when the peaceful lit­ 
tle Bed Cross tuberculosis seals made 
their annual appearance. 
* 
Perhaps, in fact, it was the long, ar­ 
dent fight in America against the White 
Plague which, in spite of the war’s 
enormous new demands, is responsible 
for the especial interest being taken by 
the American Red Cross in France's 
frightful struggle against consumption. 
This scourge seems to mark the 
trench fighter for Its own. 
It kills 
more men than do bullets and poison 
gas combined. 
Until the American 
Bhd Cross was permitted by 
the 
French government to start Its drive 
against tuberculosis it looked as lf, 
even with a victory over the Hun, 
France might eventually be conquered 
by this deadlier foe. 
Already things are looking brighter. 
The Red Cross has taken over old hos­ 
pitals and built new ones. 
More than 
300 tuberculosis dispensaries are to be 
opened throughout the country, and 
Red Cross doctors and nurses—scores 
of them—are devoting themselves ex­ 
clusively to this fight, doing over there 
exactly the same kfhd of work which 
Is financed In America by the little 
Christmas seals. It Is one of the ways 
In which by our contributions to the 
Red Cross America can repay her debt 
to France.

“If there is war, Miss Abbott, what 
will you do? The Germans will lam!

“But, Itosina, you’re American. Your 
husband was naturalized.”

German always a German, and they 
say it’s fie same for an Austrian.” 
"Who says that?” 
Tile denning woman paused. “That's 
what they say at Schneider’s bakery. 
They say America won't have no 
chance because there are more Ger­ 
mans right now in New York and Chi­ 
cago than in Germany and out in St. 
Louie and Cincinnati they speak only 
German on tile streets."

Rosinn 
Schwartz 
was

widow, 
whose husband had died, leaving $200 
in bank and two small children at 
home. 
By untiring industry R osita 
supported herself and C e children. 
She washed, cleaned and cooked for 
the American teachers and librarians 
who lived near lier on the far East Side. 
“As long as I'm well I can work,” 
Boslnu would say, “and I et*'* get 
along without touching that two hun­ 
dred.’’ The two hundred in bunk was 
more than money—it was a symbol. It 
was a wall between Regina,and pau­ 
perism and un Incontrovertible proof 
that she was holding lier own. 
That winter came the terrifying 
scarcity of coal.

Abbott, as I come home I guys to my­ 
self: ’That settles it: I’m an Ameri­ 
can!* Of course, I am! 
Didn’t my 
husband get his last papers before he 
died? Them boneheads at the bakery 
got me mixed up, but they won’t mix 
me up again. I’m an American and I 
know it!” 
She fumbled a moment In her hand­ 
kerchief nnd brought out a crumpled 
dollar bill. 
"I had to draw eight dollars out of 
my two hundred for the rent and I 
drawed out nine Instead of eight, and 
here’s the extra dollar.
